The teacher is earnestly requested to dwell on the 
lessons on pages 19, 20, and 27, till the learner can 
read all the words, wherever he may find them, with- 
out stopping to spell them. 

For this purpose, let him be drilled in reading them 
over and over again, upwards and downwards, from 
right to left, and from left to right. By this means 
the young learner will have a thorough mastery of 
nearly half of the words that occur in reading. 

This mastery will afford a wonderful leverage in 
overcoming the weight of all other difficulties.
